RICHARD W. THOMPSON,

In 1886 bc became State Senator, and served two 
years, acting a portion of the time as President 
of the Senate and Lieutenant Governor. In 
1840 he was a Presidential Elector on the Har- 
rison ticket, and labored zealously for the suc- 
cess of his party, both on the stump and by 
articles in the newspapers. The next year he was 
sent to Cangress, serving at that time one term, 
and was subsequently re-elected to serve during 
the term frum 1847 to 1849, at the close of which 
he voluntarily withdrew from the candidacy. In 
1844 he was again a Presidential Elector. Since

PRESIDENT HAYES’ GREAT WORE. 
President Harzs has in his inaugural 
marked out for himself a work which will 
tax the courage and the perseverance of the 
ablest and firmest of minds. He has de- 
claréd open war against the machinery of 
party politics, and has announced to the 
country that, while he is Executive, he shall 
not submit to nor tolerate party dictation in 
the matter of official appointments and re- 


Smovals. No such task has ever been under- 


taken by any President, and Gen. Hayzs 
challenges attention to the fact that he pro- 
poses to do so, and that he expects to carry 
his purpose into effect. He fully recognized 
the difficulty of the situation when he an- 
nounced last July his intention not to be a 
candidate for re-election, in order that he 
might be free of all personal obligations to 
party, and therefore free to carry out the re- 
form. ‘The President further recognizes the 
necessity of the personal independence of 
the President when he advises that the term 
of that officer be extended to six years with- 
out eligibility for re-election. 

The evil which the President has an- 
nounced his purpose to reform is not a 
trifling one, nor is it of recent growth. It 
ean be traced to the earliest days of the 
Union, and, though it did not take a recog- 
nized form until 1830, ithas since then struck 
its roots deep in the political system, and 
now overshadows and strangles the Consti- 
tution. As long ago as the first Administra- 
tion, it is natural to assume that when a va- 
cancy occurred in a local office, and the per- 
son to be selected was outside the personal 
knowledge of the President or the members 
of the Cabinet, the Department would apply 
to the representative in Congress from that 
locality to suggest a person or to give advice 
as between contesting applicants. As there 
were no removals in those days except for 
official cause, and no vacancies except those 
caused by death, and as the number of local 
officers was very small, these references to the 
Congressional members of the Government 
were very rare. This rule continued until after 
the election of Mr. Anams in 1825, when the 
Democratic party assumed definite organiza- 
tion, and in the subsequent election of Jacx- 
sow made the doctrine that To the victors 
belong the spoils” a fundamental principle 
of the party. The Jackson Administration 
at once put in practice the removal of those 
officials who had supported Apams. Active 
search for these offenders was made, and 
the Democratic Congressmen in the several 
State delegations reported all the active office- 
holders in their several States who had op- 
posed Jackson. Thenceforth followed the 
practice of removing men from office because 
of their political opinions. Gen. Jackson 
soon after quarreled with his Cabinet, and 
the quarrel degenerated into a bitter personal

It is a common and recognized truth that 
men or bodies of men, once in the posses- 
sion of power, no matter how illegally, 
never surrender it voluntarily. It is not sur- 
prising, therefore, that it is now an estab- 
lished principle in the Senate that no ap- 
pointment by the President disapproved by 
the Senator or Senators from the State, when 
those Senators are of the dominant party, 
shall be confirmed. The President, there- 
fore, is of necessity compelled to appoint 
the person dictated by the Senator or leave 
the office vacant. Confirmation by the Sen- 
ate is reduced to the mere consent of the 
Senator representing the State in which the 
appointment is to be held. From a mere 
request for information, t his business of Con- 
gressional distribution of patronage—in- 
cluding both the power of removal and of 
appointment—has grown into the present 
system; and has deprived the President and 
the whole Executive Department of the Gov- 
ernment of the powers conferred on them 
exclusively by the Constitution. The framers 
of the-Constitution took especial pains to ex- 
clude the legislative branch from all power 
to appoint or control officers, but in practice 
the members of the legislative branch of the 
Government now exclusively make all ap- 
pointments. This system, dishonest, demor- 
alizing, and corrupt, is known as the machine; 
its operators are in Congress, and its active 
agents are foundin the offices which they 
hold as personal gifts and favors from the 
machine men in Washington. Not content 
with controlling the patronage, the machine 
has of late grasped atthe Presidency itself, 
and in Presidential conventions is represent- 
ed in strangth. Gov. Harm was nominated, 
not because he was part of the machine, but 
because the several parts, unable to unite, 
preferred him to the choice of a rival. 

The President has undertaken to uproot 
this whole system, to break the machine, to 
divest Senators and Representatives of their 
power to remove and appoint, and to make 
contracts with their personal followers. The 
work isa great one, and from which the 
strongest man might shrink. President 
Grant appointed everybody who claimed 
kindred to office, and then proposed to re- 
form the rest of the service, but soon aban- 
doned the effort. President Har is, how- 
ever, a different man. He ‘s not a candidate 
for re-election. He is independent. He is 
by the Constitution exclusively authorized to 
remove and appoint all Federal officers. He 
proposes to exercise this power personally,

A NEW STYLE OF DOCTORING. 

The French and English doctors are by 
the ears, and a stubborn contest is going on 
whether foreign patients in France shall be 
cured in English, or, vice versa, killed in 
French. As is well known, there are certain 
sections of France, especially in and about 
Nice, which are largely populated by dyspep- 
tic Englishmen and consumptive Americans. 
As a rule, these patients are wealthy and 
their pocketbooks healthy, although their 
lungs, livers, and lights are not, and Amer- 
ican and English doctors reap rich harvests 
in these immense hospitals. The French 
doctors, regarding all foreign doctors as little 
better than quacks, and having also an eye 
to the plethorie purses, have induced one 
Dr. Marvare, as a representative of the 
profession, to prepare a bill prohibiting any 
foreigner from practicing in France without 
a regular French diploma, which would re- 
quire them to pass through the five examina- 
tions required of French medical students. 
The bill has already been introduced in the 
Assembly and threatens to become a law, 
notwithstanding an angry remonstrance from 
the British Medical Council. 

There are two different views of this sub- 
ject which show its absurdity. The one is 
professional, the other lingual. From the 
professional point of view, it will hardly be 
denied that the insides of a Frenchman are 
different from those of an American, how- 
ever much their outsides may differ, and 
that the mission of every doctor, regardleas 
of nationality, is to look after people's in- 
sides. Weare not yet aware that French 
colic, fistulas, tubercles, rashes, or tumors 
differ from the same nuisances of American 
French anatomy is the same 
article as American, although usually of 
poorer quality. The lancets, scalpels, knives, 
saws, hatchets, crowbars, or other instru- 
ments used by surgeons to pierce, cut, probe, 
saw, tear, wrench, or separate that anatomy, 
are the same in France asin America. Pel- 
lets of aconite and belladonna or boluses of 
mercury and flagons of senna and salts have 
the same virtue in France as in America, and 
a mustard plaster is no smarter in Nice than 
it is in Chicago. The appliances and materials 
for killing or curing, as the case may be, are 
identical, and French, English, and American 
doctors are agreed upon the main points of 


Congress. Moreover,

CHICAGO GRAIN INSPECTION. 
Now that the Board of Trade has got 


ideas on grain-inspection fairly before a Joint 
Committee of the Illinois Legislature, it is 
to be hoped the subject will receive the con- 
sideration which its importance deserves and 
the interests of the Chicago grain trade de- 
mand. The present system of inspectio 
was the outgrowth of an incomprehensib 
antagonism developed some years ago among 
the Grangers as to Chicago's business. The 
people of the State outside of Chicago are 
too apt to ignore the obvious fact that the 
interests of Chicago and Illinois are identi- 
cal, and to permit petty jealousy to over- 
shadow their own advantages. 
mainly for this reason, we think, that, when 
the Chicago Board of Trade applied to tht 
Legislature to authorize a system of registra- 
tion which would give its inspection the/ 
force of law, the Legislature grasped the in- 
spection as well as the registration, and ar- 
rogated to the political authorities of the 
State the privilege of regulating the price of 
Chicago grain,—for that is what the regula- 
tion of its grades amounts to. In favoring 
this course the Illinois farmers damaged 
| themselves in proportion to the injury they 
inflicted upon the Chicago grain-dealers, for 
the lower the prices of Chicago grain are 
made by excessive charges and unnecessary 
restric$ons the less the farmers of Illinois 
and the Northwest will receive for their 
products, and vice versa. 

The injustice of the present system ex- , 
hibits itself in many ways. To begin 
State inspection is limited 
to Chicago alone, while Peoria and 
other pointe where 
died are left free to establish their 
own grades and regulate their own grain bus- 
iness. It is manifestly unjust that Chicago 
should be placed at this disadvantage, and 
the result is seen in the shipments in, 
around, and even through Chicago in such 
manner as to avoid

From the lingual point of view the ab- 
surdity of the bill again appears.

It is a little remarkable 
that the framers of the bill did not require 
the patients also to learn French, for if 
there is anything an American patient, 
especially of the feminine sort, likes to do, 
it is to have a confidential, friendly chat 
with the doctor about her own aches and 
pains, and to find out how Mrs. Surra’s 
rheumatism is getting on, and whether Mrs. 
Brown's lungs are likely to stand it through 
How is she to do this with 
a French physician? How is che to know, 
with her imperfect knowledgé of French 
idioms and medical terms, whether she has 
described her pet ailing correctly to the 
French Hscutarivs? Will she not. always 
have the apprehension, after she has told 
him in excruciating French about her lungs, 
that he will go off and send her a prescrip- 
| tion for her liver? 

If the bill should be passed, however, the 
result will take care of itself by depopulat- 
ing these French resorts of invalids, and 
thus the French doctors will kill the goose 
that lays golden eggs for French landlords. 
However much an American woman may 
enjoy France, it does not follow that she 
will enjoy a French doctor. If she is 
going to be cured, she will preferto be cured 
by an American, and if she is going to die, 
she will prefer to die a la Americaine. The 
only effect of the bill, therefore, will be to 
drive invalids out of France, and the visitors 
from this country-will be limited to that 
class of healthy people who can set French 
doctors and their five examinations at de- 
fiance.

New Yor«, March 7—2:25 a. m.—The build- 
ing known as the Waltham Manufacturing Com- 
pany’s building, at Nos. 1, 3, aad 5 Bond strect, 
near Broadway, was burned to-night. The 
loss on the structure and its con 
tents is estimated at from $500,000 to 
$1,000,000. The tire broke out early in 
the evening im the sub-cellar, smoke having 
been first discovered from the area gratings 
about 7:30. The alarm was struck at 7:40, and 
the engines were soon on the spot. The flames 
could not be reached, however, and gsmoldered 
in the basement stories for an hour ortwo before 
spreading to any great extent through the 
building. By 10 o’clock the whole interior was 
in flames, and it was evident that all efforts 
were vain except to save the adjoining build- 
ings. Between the Waltham building and 
Broadway was the Wilicox & Gibbs sales 
warehouse, separated only by «a narrow 
alley, which extended also behind the burning 
building, separating it from the structures 
fronting on Bleecker street. On the west, divided 
only by their own walls, were the stores of 
Horstman Bros. & Allen, dealers in millinery 
goods, and Spadene & Abel, jewelers, 
No. 9 Bond street. These buildings were 
similar to the one which was burning, and for a 
long time it was thought that the fre would 
inevitably extend to them. The walls of the 
Waltham building, however, stood firm for a 
time, and, during the time when the fire was 
hottest, the flames shot directly upwards as 
from the top of a high chimney, and surround- 
ing buildings were only endangered by expos- 
ure to the intense heat. A few minutes before 
11 o’clock’ the mansard story fell inward. 
Soon after the interior walls gave 
way, and one by one the “heavy 
floors, made heavier by the masses of silver- 
ware and the heavy safes contdining jewelry 
and watches stored upon them, gave way, send- 
ing up as they fell sheets of flame and clouds of 
smoke, Mied with glittering sparks. Through 
the large windows, from which the plate- 
glass had long ago , the 
fire was seen blazing with intense 
fierceness, showing that there was an abundance 
of material of some sort for it to feed upon. 
Shortly before midnight the front wall became 
separated from the western side wall, and. 
warped by the heat, leaned out over Bond street 
in a threatening manner. 

The warning was heeded in ample time. The 
few firemen and policemen who had been able 
to maintain their places subjected to the 
intense heat fell back from their exposed 
positions, and just at midnight, more than 
four hours after the discovery of the fire, 
the two upper stories of the front wall fell 
crashing into the street, without injury to any 
person. The flre by this time had done its 
work, and the walls had stood sufficiently long 
to protect adjoining property. Itwas not thoucht 
at that time that the es bad involved 
any of the buildings in the vicinity. Some fears 
were entertained, however, that they might 


have extended to the lower part of No. 9, but 
it was found that the fire had been checked at 
that point.

The fourth story was used as a factory for 
plated-ware by Baidwin, Sexton & Peterson. 
Everything was destroyed with the exception of 
some articles iu the safes. 

The fifth story was partly occupied by Hale & 


& Appleton’s manutactory was in the same 


story. 

The Gorham Company bad $30,000in the Cou- 
inental Fire-Insurance Company, but an un- 
derwriter stated that this Company was carry- 
ing only $8,500 of this amount. The rest had 
been reinsured in the New York City, 


the Empire City, Standard, and Brewers’ and 
Maltsters’ Fire Companies. The Contivental 
Fire- Iusurance Company had a policy of $10,000 
on the stock on the fluor above that occupied by 
the Gorham Company. 

The buildings for several blocks around were 
threatened by the showers of sparks 
from the burning structure. Many 


caught fire upon the roof. In the 


hose or buckets of water. In others the serv- 
ices of the firemen were required. From several! 
of the threatened buildings the occupants moved 
the valuable portion of their property, 
and in this way also losses wero 
sustained. The four buildings on Broadway 
directly adjoining the Waltham Building were 
threatened throughout the fire, but were dulv in- 
jured in the rear, the damage in each case, upon 
the authority of the occupants, ranging 
from $1,000 to $8,000. Willcox & Gibbs, 
at 468 Broadway, sustained only a slight dam- 
age. None of their extensive stock was remov- 
ed. The rear of 466, occupied by J. C. Ham, 
dealer in carriages, was damaged to the extent 
of about $4,000. The removal of the stock 
of carriages resulted in a loss of abvut $1,000, 
Flowers & Hall, carriage dealers, occupied No. 
6564, and sustained, Mr. Flowers stated, about 
$1,500 damage from the removal of their car- 
riages. The building is owned by the Stevens 


estate, and is damaged to the extent 
of about $8,000. No other removals were made 
ou the Broadway side. Bangs & Co., occupying 
the second and upper floors of No. (66, sustain- 
ed slight damage from preparation for removal. 
The aggregate damage to the roofs of 
the buildings on the side of Bond street 
opposite the fire was estimated at $1,500. The 
building oceupied by the Willcox & Gibbs Sew- 
ing-Machine Company took fire several times, 
but was saved from destruction by the efforts 
tiremen. The loss upon this 
property is estimated at $1,000. Mo- 
ra’s gallery, at No. 707 Broadway, next 
to Heller’s Wonder Theatre, caught fire and the 
roof was almost immediately ablaze. The en- 
tire roof was torn off before the fire was 
stopped. The damage at this place was about 
$500. As far as could be ascertained, it was 
fully insured. It is e«timated that the total 
loss will be over $500,000.

The magazines and reviews have taken up the in- 
surance question. Following the lucid and useful 
article on life-insurance by Julius Wilcox in the 
current number of Scribner's comes a paper in the 
last North American Review on The Insurance 
Crisis, by Shephard Homans, the well-known 
actuary. The writer holds that the foundation or 
theoreticai basis of life-insurance is impregnable 
and worthy of the highest confidence. But there 
are some serious mistakes in management, to say 
nothing of the barefaced frauds now undergoing 
investigation in New York. The greatest defect 
in life-insurance is the liability to forfeiture, and 
to the confiscation of all th@ accumulated deposits 
in case of the failure topay a stated premium when 
due. A fair surrender value, says Mr. Homans, 

‘‘ either in cash or in continued insurance, should 
de given, in every case, by the Company, and should 
be guaranteed in the policy contract. No policy 
should be accepted without this guarantee. Under 
the present system, nine policies out of every ten 
lapse by forfeiture or surrender, Some of the 
writer's other suggestions are that there should be 
greater publicity with regard to the management 
and the character of the assets, and adequate ex- 
aminations, if necessary by professional account- 
tants: that greater tability should be de- 
manded of life-i and that the 
system of yearly renewable insurances should be 
adopted by which large accumulations are rendered 
unnecessary, and insurance apart from deposits 
may be obtained. : 

THE DEBT OF NEW YORK. 

An apparently well-informed correspondent of 
the New York Zimes writes that the current esti- 
mate putting the debt of New York City at $150, - 
000,000 1s a delusive exaggeration. The obliga- 
tions amount to that sum, but on the 
other side of the account are items amounting to 
$66,000,000. These are $29,000,000 held by the 
sinking fund, 812, 000, 000 of good assessment 
bonds, $10,000, 000 of city real estate, and $15, - 
000, 000 of collectable taxes now in arrears. This 
leaves the net debt $84,000,000, to which $6, 000, - 
000 should be added for the settlement of pend- 
ing claims against the city, making the total pro- 
spective debt 800. 000. 000. This writer shows that 
one-fifth of the entire assessed value of real estate 
in New York is exompt from taxation.

A gentiemen in Stockton, Cal., writes to a corre- 
spondent in Chicago, under date of Feb. 27: The 
dry weather continues. The northern part of this 
State is looking well, but all the country southeast 
of Stockton will prove a failure unless we should 
have a heavy rain in March. 

A California paper states that 15 car loads of 
potatoes are en route from San Francisco to New 
York by rail. They cost 30c per bu on the Pacific 
slope and 90c freight. It is thought that if the 
growers do not advance prices a large and profit- 
able business may be done in that direction. 

In answer to numerous inquiries we state that 
the list of members of the Chicago Board of Trade 
does not contain any such name as Rumble, or 
Rumble & Co., and that parties in the city or coun- 
try who are not members of that organization can 
only transact business on the Board through some 
one who is a member. 

The leading produce markets were again rather 
quiet yesterday, and generally firmer on the whole, 
prices ranging higher than at the close of Monday's 
trading. There was no encouragement to holders 
contained in the tone of advices from other points, 
but the weakness of Monday afternoon was nata- 
rally followed by a reaction, and the weather indi- 
cations were more stormy in their character, though 
the temperature was milder. 

Jobbers of dry goods reported a quiet market. 
with values firm and steady. The movement is 
not as active as it would be were the weather less 
wintry, but as the daily sales are quite up to the 
average of past seasons at a like period the trade- 
have little reason to complain. Im the grocery 
market there were no important changes. The 
volume of orders was fair and the tenor of prices 


with pronounced confidence. The butter market 
was without new features. Dullness still prevails 
and the course of prices continues downward. 
There wasafirm though very quiet market for 
cheese, at 13%@14% for good to fancy factory. 
None of the features of the markets for fish, dried 
fruits, and canned goods were noticably different 
from those prevalent during the previous week, 
trade ruling quiet with prices nominally steady. 
Oils were quoted in price. Carbon was 
firmer, and lard, linseed, and turpentine also dis- 
played rather more strength. Bagging was quiet 
and firm. Leather remains unchanged. In tobac- 
co the only apparent change was the development 
of an easier feeling in choice and extra grades. 

The lumber market was steady under a fair coun- 
try demand. Stocks at most yards are complete, 
and no trouble is experienced in filling orders with 
promptness. The prospect of a shortage in the 
log crop in some sections tends to create a firm 
feeling among manufacturers, but has little or no 
effect on lumber at the leading distributing points. 
Tin plates were reduced in price about 25c per box, 
and sheet-iron“\%c, otherwise prices were un- 
changed. Wool, hay, nides. and broom-corn were 
quiet. Seeds were in moderate demand and steady. 
The offerings of poultry were very small, but am- 
ple, and prices were unaltered. Eggs were dull 
and easier. 

Rail freights were dull and irregular, with no 
change in asking figures. The nominal rate was 
30e to New York and 40e to Boston per 100 Ibs of 
grain, but probably no room taken at those figures. 

Lake freighte were quiet and unchanged. Corn 
to load now for Buffalo was nominal at 3\4c per bu.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 6.—The Legisle- 
ture met in special session this morning.

SEl.P-DEFENSE. 

The law of this State was not that a man could not 
take the life of an assailant if he believed be meant 
to commit a felonious assault upon him. The Su- 
preme Court had held that a man need not fear or 
anticipate *‘the most serious bodily harm. but 
only great bodily harm.” A case was quoted 
where aman had been killed by a kick: and an- 
other in which it was decided that a husband was 
justified in slaying a man who had committed a 
criminal assault on his wife. Then Mr. Moran 
asked if Hanford was not worse than 
the open assailant? Having written 
Mrs. Sullivan down a prostitute, had 
her husband no remedy? In‘ conclusion, he dis- 
cussed the question of character, contending, and 
reading anthorities to sustain the position, that 
where a crime is not clearly proven a good char- 
acter of itself was enough to generate a doubt of 

nilt, and entitle the accnsedtoan acquittal. Sal- 

van killed Hanford either coolly and deliberately 
or by misadventure. He was guilty of murder or 
of nothing; Mr. Moran thought of nothing. The 
jury would acquit him because he obeyed the law 
enacted by God Himself, —the duplex law of con- 
jugal love and self- preservation. 

MK. HYNES 

followed for the defense. He started out by advert- 
ing to the impaneling of the jury, charging that 
the prosecution had exercised its right of peremp- 
tory challenge with a view of eliminating every 
man who by any possibility, on accoant of nation 
ality and religious education, might have hada 
favorable bias toward Sallivan. Alluding 
to Col. Van Arman. he said he did 
not represent the public weal, but a 
private grievance, which songht to gratify revenge. 
Ile then argued at some length to show that such 
— was given to the Hanford comwoani- 
cation as led the accused to believe it was an as- 
sault upon the character of his wile. He believed 
it wae an assault upon ber honor and virtue, just 
as much as if it had been specifically stated that 
dhe was loose. Hanford knew the charges were 
false; they were never intended to be put to the 
test of truth. He meant to stab her whom he re- 
garded as his enemy in her most vulnerable point, 
her honor, —bvelieving that she was the author of 
his removal from the position of Assistant Super- 
intendent of the Schools. The man who would not 
defend the good name of his wife did not deserve 
the smile or countenance of a woman. He scouted 
the idea of a civil suit for damages. At how much 
in money did a man value the ‘honor of his wife? 
God made him her protector, and none bat a cow- 
ard or a craven would seek a remedy in the courts. 
Mr. Hynes’ appeal to the jury was a powerful one, 
and they paid very close attention to him. He will 
conclude this morning, when Emery A. Storrs will 
speak.

WOMEN’S HOSPITAL. 
ANNUAL MEETING OF THE BOARD OF COUNCIL- 

ORS. 

The Hospital for Women and Children is one of 
the deserving ‘charitable institutions of the city. 
It is a spacious brick building, located at the corner 
of Paulina and Adams streets, near the intersection 
of Ogden avenue with these streets, and is managed 
by a number of society ladies, whoec unremitting 
efforts in its behalf for several years have been pro- 
ductive of most excellent results. The «nnaal 
meeting of the Board of Councilors was held yes- 
terday afternoon in the hospital parlors. There was 
a full attendance, including twenty-three ladies 
and three of the Trustees, Prof. Fisk and Messrs. 
W. H. Wells and E. G. Hall. Mrs. J. C. Hilton, 
the President, called the meeting to order. | 
The first business was the reading of ber annual 
report by Mrs. D. A. Gage, the Secretary. She 
began by reciting that since the last report it had 
been discovered that legal defects existed in the 
original incorporation act. Necessary steps were 
taken at once to secure a new charter, which mat- 
ter was legally accomplished, thereby placing 
them berore the public in the position to rightfully 
receive endowments orlegacies. It became neces- 
sary to elect a separate Board of Trustees, the hos- 
ital and college having been one and the same 
hing. This was accoraingly done. Their aim was 
that students from the college should be allowed 
all the privileges of the hospital, which is their 
due, and that perfect harmony should reign be- 
tween the two organjzations. 
Since August last the dispensary had been closed 
except for advice and surgical treatment, the de- 
man for medicine being such that they did not 
feel guaranteed in carrying on the great expense. 
A course of lectures for nurses was given during 
the month of September by tne medicabetaf. The 
next course was co be held in April. Their atten- 
tion had been called to the training-school for 
nurses in New York, which was an institution de- 
serving all praise and imitation. Religious serv- 
ices had been held in the hospital regularly dur- 
ing the year on Sundays. The capacity of the 
hospital could be enlarged if an addition of wards 
for the charity patients could be built, leaving the 
resent building for pay patients. They should 
hen have a revenue which would in a measure 
make them self-supporting. 
They had been considering the feasibility of 
keeping the hospital open on Sunday, using the 
same plan which has been carried on so success- 
fully in London for many years, and also in Bos- 
ton. They asked the clergymen of the city to co- 
operate with them and assist by 128 the 
subject to their congregations. and asking for a 
contribution for this object one Sunday in the

THE WILKINS TRIAL. 

At a meeting of the Chicago Presbytery heid last 
fall at Englewood, a commission was appointed to 
take testimony in relation to the cliarge of lying, 
asset forth in eleven formidable specifications. 
preferred against the Rev. Coles R. Wilkins, for- 
merly pastor of the Presbyterian Church of Paw 
Paw, Mich., but latterly the pastor of the Frank- 
lin Street Church, of Lansing, from which he re- 
signed, however, some time ago. The charges 
were preferred by eleven members of the church 
in Paw Paw, chief among which number was Mr. 
Chandler Richards, and set forth substagtially that 
the accused left the church in Paw Paw under cir- 
cumstances causing dissatisfaction to the members 
thereof; that he soon afterwards published a state- 
ment in the Lansing Republican of May 9, 1874, in 
which he lied at least eleven times. This Natement 
was tothe effect that the reverend gentleman agreed 
to serve the congregation ata salary of $1, 200 per 
annum, payable quarterly; that he served six 
months, receiving therefor only $200, and that he 
then left, the church owing him $400; that before 
leaving the church he gave due notice of his inten- 
tion so to do; that either party had a right to 
withdraw from the agreement at pleasure; that 
the Trustees, whom he calls ‘*pretended Tras- 
tees, collected pew rents, and, instead of paying 
bim his salary, put the money in their own pock- 
ets; and thatthe paper which pubdiished certain 
charges against him by a certain Dr. Marshall sub- 
sequently retracted to avoid a libel suit. In speci- 
fying the charge of lying, the pa who pre- 
ferred the charges begin by mildly declaring the 
publication of the accused as untrue, from 
which they proceed to say that he led in 
the following wholesale style: In sayi that
